The government is attempt­ 
ing to establish that it was In this 
interval that Fallon paid Rendigs 
$1,000. 
When Fallon conducted his cross- 
examination she plaintively admit­ 
ted that she was not positive about 
the date of the dinner, but was posi­ 
tive he left the table before dinner 
“because she was hungry” and sent 
a waiter to fetch him. 
Amid the 
laughter of the court room she then 
admitted she might have imagined 
the time he was absent as longer 
than it really was for that very 
reason.
